ahead. 
Almost ev ery accident, minor or 
sev ere, occurs because someone v iolates 
these simple rules. 
Possibly a better phrase for safe driv ­ 
ing would be ‘'courteous 
driv ing.”

courtesy on th-e highw ay is always the 
friend of accidents. 
If you’ll m ake up 
your mind to driv e the w ay you think the 
other fellow should driv e, the accident 
rate will be due for a sev ere beating in 
the future.
